Judge Evans, in tbe United 
Stales Court, to dsy declined to 
cite the members of the Fiscal 
Court of Green county for con¬ 
tempt of court because of their 
alleged Refusal to carry out the 
court’s mandate issued some 
months ago in the celebrated 
Green county bond case. 

Bonded securities aggregating 
$240 000 are involved in tbe case 
which grows out of an attempt 
to build tbe Cumberland and Ohio 
railroad through the countv years 
ago. Tbe county issued bonds 
to assist in building the road. It 
was afterwards olaimed that tne 
road was not completed and the 
people refused to stand for tbe 
taxes necessary to pay off the 
bonds. 

The bondholders came into 
the Federal Court aud obtained 
a mandate which would reqs're 
a tax levy of $17 on eaob $100 of 
taxable property in, tbe county 
There is no Sheriff in tbe county 
on account of tbe unpopularity 
of the office and hence the court’s 
order could pot be certified to 
this offiicsl Tbe Fiscal Court 
appointed a tax officer, bat it 
seems that the tax has not been 
collected. 

Tuis morning tbe attorneys 
for the bondholders appeared In 
court and asked that tbe Fiscal 
Court be punished for contempt 
'for 'ailure to carry out to tbe 
letter the court’s order. 

In declining to cite tbe court 
for contempt Judge Evans said 
be thought the action waa pre¬ 
maturely taken, and suggested 
that the mandamus order 
be changed. The order waa 
amended and the mandate most 
now be certified by tbe Fiscal 
Court to L. E McGinnis, tbe 
acting collector of tares imposed 
for regular county purposes, who 
must collect the money. 

The action of the bondholders 
is resisted on tbe grofind * that 
the promoters of the road, and 
thoa$ who held the bonds failed 
to carry out the provisions of the 
contract covering the construe* 
tion of the road. It is pointed 
out that dnly four miles of the 
line was built-in Green county. 

Attorney Earnest Macpherson, 
one of the attorneys for tbe 
county, declared" that no one 
could be found who would quali¬ 
fy ts tax collector in this caae. 
And added: "It would not be 


very healthy down there ft«r any 
one to qualify." 

It U alleged *for the attorneys 
who ase resisting the mandamus 
issued by the cffbrt that the bar- 
den imposed on tbe people of tbe 
count wean never be $ifted. "It 
will take one-fourth of tbe real 
estate of tbe county lo pay ibis 
taxation.” said Mr. Macpherson.
